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EDITORIAL

Spurred on, I suppose, by the apparent Hartnell painting and 
defacing of the sign at the main entrance to the campus, a good 
deal of talk and discussion on the expression of rivalry and un- 
sportsman-like c onduct has been heard the last few days both 
in a nd out of the classroom. The further discussion here of 
actual destructiveness or vandalism I would like_to ignore as 
simply something too juvenile and unintelligent to be seriously 
considered. However, there are other off-shoots stemming from 
the same bulb that might be dug up and examined. 


One of these is the attitude of the spectator at the game. 
Football, basketball, or what have you, the attitude is the same, 
and not a very attractive one. This attitude is summed up 
rather nicely in the unattractive but oft-heard shout “Kill the 
bums!” 


ANGLO-SAXON TERM 


The language in itself is unpleasant and therefore undesirable, 
however, of greater importance, I think, is what this attitude 
and the use of this language symbolize. To use a good Saxon 
term, this symbol stinks. It is a rotten spot in the apple, and 
for our health should be cut out. 

Before I progress farther, I want you to realize that I’m not 
singling out this student body, nor exonerating myself from 
such conduct (there is that old thing about “actions, not 
words”), but rather I’m presenting it as something deserving of 
some intelligent thought and, one hopes, remedial action. 


POOH, POOH! 


It would be nice to simply explain this whole thing away by | 


suggesting that it has something to do with mass psychology, 
and that whenever two or more (or whatever constitutes a 
mass) gather together in winess of a contest, this sort of thing 
will result. Pooh, pooh! How convenient! For if the forces 
of the mass can precipitate this storm, then what restrains these 
forces from dispelling the dark clouds? The idea of accomplish- 
ment by the force of mass implies unity, not end product. 

It might be recalled that the causative of all this is the thing 
we call the Game. And as we know the Game, the drawing of 
blood is not counted on the scoreboard. It is not counted any- 
where except in the most barbaric form of lust, which in itself 
is contrary to the concept of the Game. The Game is there to 
promote wholesome competition, implant sportsmanship, and 
provide us with needed recreation. The fact that it should have 
a reverse effect both upon players and on spectator reaction, 
is not in any way flattering. 


BOOERS PENALIZED 


Is it not a curious paradox that we demand clean play on the 
field (we all agree that it’s more impressive) and at the same 
time ignore foul play in the grandstands. Both the spectators 
and the players are important elements of the game, and they 
both represent our school; so why should one element (the 
spectator) be exempt from censure. Perhaps when we boo we 
should be penalized five or fifteen seats, huh? 


SPORTSMANSHIP FUNDAMENTALS 


We all demand that school spirit be maintained at a high level. 
Sportsmanship is important to school spirit. How can we 
demand one and not the other? Since sportsmanship is a 
fundamental stone in the structure of good school spirit, one 
wonders if at times it is not the lack of this stone that allows 
the structure to topple. We have the mortar for this building 
block, let’s see that it sets properly. 

Oddly enough some people seem to find justification for 
booing and razzing by simply saying that it has become a thing 
peculiar to our Western culture. .That it doesn’t really mean 
anything bad at all, instead it is just a good healthy sign of 
interest in the game. .This at best is questionable. Simply 
consider when this conduct is employed, that alone should 
tell you that it doesn’t mean anything good. 


CONTINENTAL TINGE 


As something singularly peculiar to Western (not Occi- 
dental) culture, | again wonder. Only the other day while 
thumbing through the British magazine “Punch” I thumbed 
smash into an article devoted to just this subject. This would 
seem to remove us from the provincial stigma, however, it still 
fails to justify the action, as “Punch,” clinging tightly to its 
role of facetiousness, also depored it. Although this would 
indicate that our boos had a continental tinge, it also indicates 
that I’m not sitting alone on my side of the playing field—and 
I don’t think that the sun is in my eyes either.

Since the picture “Red Shoes” has been showing in San Fran- 
cisco, a great many students here on the campus have shown 
a marked increase in interest in “the ballet.” People who could 
never see beyond Gene Kelly or Fred Astaire in the dancing field 
are raising their eyebrows in wonder at this “new” form of 
artistic expression. A typical comment was, “Gee whiz! I bet 
that takes as much training as it does to be a really good foot- 
ball player.” That was a slight understatement, as the average 
ballet dancer starts his training at the age of ten and literally 
lives his life thereafter “in training.” There are no seasonal 
periods, just one continuous effort. Investigate a bit, kiddies, it 
is really a fascinating field. For instance, did you know that 
the classical ballet actually originated in Italy but was developed 
to its peak in Russia, and until the early part of the tewentieth 
century was comparatively unknown in Western Europe? Also, 
that an American girl, Isador Duncan, brought about many 
drastic changes in the stiff, conventional forms of the traditional 
classic Russian ballet? 


Dancing, be it jitterbugging, tap dancing, ballet, or the 
modern form of creative dancing, is rapidly coming into its own 
in the literary world also. Never before have so many books 
been published in this field of concentration. The authors of 
these work have supplemented the texts of the volumes with 
hundreds of wonderful photographs that bring back the great 
artists of the past about whom we hear so much, but whose awe 
inspiring performances we can never see. Drama students 
would be interested also in the fact that some of the greatest 
mimes of all times were developed through dancing. 


On the drama angle of this sudden interest in things thea- 
trical, the magazine “‘Theatre Arts” does a magnificent job 
of presenting the latest, most popular dramatic stage produc- 
tions with full script and photographs of the sets. One in 
particular that strikes my memory was done last year on the 
production of “Medea.” As you know, Robinson Jeffers, the 
author of this new version of the classic story, is one of the 
Peninsula’s most renowned residents. You might not know, 
though, that the star of the production, Judith Anderson, did 
a great deal of her early dramatic work in Carmel’s amateur 
theatricals. The “Medea” feature appeared in the August 1948 
issue of “Theatre Arts.” 


The color photo spreads of the latest musical comedies feature 
the stars of the productions singing the “hit” songs and the 
“behind the scenes” aspects of the shows. 
recent hit shows done by “Theatre Arts” have been “Finnian’s 
Rainbow,” “High Button Shoes,” “South Pacific,” and “Light 
Up the Sky.” 


While we are on the subject of drama, it would be very 
nice of the Greek theater planned for the ravine just to the 
south of the student union could be built before 1975.

And in 1947 he taught at 
the California College of Arts and 
Crafts then he left there and came 
to Monterey Peninsula College this 
summer. Dr. Miller said that he 
and his wife enjoy living on the 
Peninsula. They even spent their 
honeymoon here. This is the first 
time they have actually lived on the 
Peninsula. | 

Dr. Miller was in the Army be- 
tween 1941 and 1945, he was in the 
Army Inf, Ground fources as Co. 
Clerk. Later on he went to O.C.S. 
and studied for counter intelligence. 

Dr. Miller seriously thinks that 
Monterey Peninsula College is po- 


tentially the best junior college in 


California. There has been some 
controversy on M.P.C. becoming a 
four year colleg. Dr. Miller, at the 
moment, does not think it would be 
necessary for M.P.C. to become a 
four year college. He believes that 
a junior college program is in need 
for the background of college stu- 
dents. At the present though he 


|does not have at hand all the in- 


formation on this subject. He says 
that there is still a chance for a 
change of mind. 

Dr. Miller would like to see the 
curriculum enlarged and a more 
dynamic counciling guidance pro- 
gram on the part of the faculty and 
community. He would also, as I 
would, like to see a better spirited 
student body.

The way I see it, the in- 
dividual is lost in society today, and 
whatever he can do to express his 
individuality in a constructive way 
actually will make him a better 
member of society. To me that’s 
the essence of democracy.” |
